East, by a star: “By the guidance of a star thou didst revea; the 
only-begotten Son to the Gentiles.” (Collect). ' 

The office of the day also commemorates two other manifestations

.when Christ began His public life; and His baptism in the Jordan, why 
the voice from heaven proclaimed: “This is My beloved Son.” The 
emphasis, however, is on the revelation made to the Gentiles, | 
through them to us. ;
